The purpose ol » bill is to waive the racial barrier to admission 
into the United States in behalf of a half-Japanese and half-American 
child residing in Japan with Lt. and Mrs. Thomas V. Daily, citizens 
of the United States The child would he considered to be a1 onquota 
immigrant which is the status normally enjoved by the alien minor 
children of citizens of the United States. . 


STATEMENT OF FACTS 


The beneficiary of the bill is a 2-vear-old child born in Japan of a 


Japanese mother and an American father. The child has been re- 
leased for adoption to Lt. and Mrs. Thomas V. Daily Lieut 
Daily is on duty in Japan and is scheduled to be returned to the 
United States in September 1951
